‘No consultation 
over the fees for 
pavement cafes’ 

- says town councillor

BRIDGEND 
Town Council is 
to monitor the 
pilot scheme to 
license tables and 
chairs, signs and 
goods placed on 
pavements in the 
town centre. 

Earlier this month, 

The GEM exclusively 
revealed that the bor¬ 
ough council is running 
an experiment in issuing 
licences to businesses to 
enable them to place 
items on pavements. 

Although the pilot 
project will be free, 
traders will have to pay 
once the trial is over. 

The fee for tables and 
chairs and goods is like¬ 
ly to be £205 to apply, 
and then £75 a year for 
the licence; with A- 
frame signs having to 
pay £145 to apply, £75 
for the licence and a fur¬ 
ther £330 for planning 
permission. 

Coun David Unwin 
was “surprised” the town 


council had not been 
consulted in any way by 
the borough before this 
scheme was agreed. 

“We are led to sup¬ 
pose that there’s a close 
relationship between 
BCBC and us but that’s 
not the case here. 

“As this scheme will 
affect all areas in future, 
I feel it is an item that 
should have gone to the 
Town and Community 
Council forum for their 
views - but it went 
straight to cabinet and 
has been decided. 

“It’s not even being 
discussed by other mem¬ 
bers of the borough 
council,” he asserted. 

Coun Unwin, who is 
also a borough council¬ 
lor, said he did not get a 
copy of the report that 
went to cabinet, 
although every back¬ 
bench councillor is sup¬ 
posed to see these 
reports. 

“I had to read about 
this in the Press. It will 


take place without any 
discussion at all. It will 
make a fundamental 
change to the way the 
town centre is run.” 

He said that he was 
not against some regula¬ 
tion: “I counted 81 A- 
frame boards in the town 
centre and something 
needs to be done to reg¬ 
ulate them. 

“It is unbelievable 
that they had been 
allowed to proliferate 
like this.” 

However, he said the 
pavement cafes were a 
different issue: “We have 
started to create an 
ambiance in the town 
and I don’t feel that they 
have caused any prob¬ 
lems. I have not heard 
about people falling over 
the tables and chairs, or 
that there’s been any 
problem. 

“I am also concerned 
about the level of fees 
being proposed. That’s 
something we should 
comment on.

“We are entitled to 
make a comment on this 
scheme,” he insisted. 

Coun Bob Burns felt 
there should have been 
consultation: “The A- 
frame boards are causing 
some concern and they 
cause obstruction to peo¬ 
ple wanting free passage 
along the streets.” 

He pointed out that 
the council was using 
powers originally 
approved 29 years ago 
but never enforced until 
now. 

Coun Mervyn Lewis 
stated that most A-frame 
signs would disappear as 
a result of the fees being 
contemplated. 

Coun Unwin suggest¬ 
ed that the town council 
write to BCBC and ask 
to be kept informed of 
how the scheme pro¬ 
gresses. 

“We also want a 
report-back before any 
final decisions are taken 
so that we can comment 
on its findings. This has 
been put into place, but 
we were not in on the 
ground floor.” 

This was agreed.

Toddler’s drugs death: 

Bridgend couple jailed 


TWO parents have 
been jailed after a 
tragic toddler was 
killed when he 
drank their drug 
medication by mis¬ 
take, at their 
Bridgend home. 

Little Dylan Hughes 
(aged two) grabbed the 
liquid methadone and 
swallowed the lethal 
dose - believing it was 
an ordinary fruit drink. 

Newport Crown Court 
last week heard it was 
one of 42 bottles of the 
bright green heroin sub¬ 
stitute left within reach 
of the curious toddler. 

His drug addict par¬ 
ents Krystal Jones (26), 
and Paul Hughes (31), 
admitted causing the 


death of a child by leav¬ 
ing Dylan unsupervised 
with the methadone. 

Prosecutor Robin 
Spencer QC, said: “It 
was neglect to expose 
their son to methadone. 
Both were heroin addicts 
receiving methadone 
lawfully from their phar¬ 
macist. 

“Dylan was two years 
and two months old 
when he ingested a sig¬ 
nificant amount of 
methadone. He collapsed 
and they immediately 
contacted emergency 
services, but he died the 
next day. 

“A large number of 
methadone bottles and 
containers were found 
lying around in easy 
reach of a two-year-old. 


Police target a 
‘worrying rise’ in 
town burglaries 


PORTHCAWL 
police have 

launched a crack¬ 
down to combat a 
‘worrying rise in 
house burglaries.’ 

Neighbourhood Police 
Inspector Alan James 
said: “We have seen a 
worrying increase in the 
number of dwelling bur¬ 
glaries in recent weeks. 

“These have been to 
empty homes where the 
householders are away 
on holiday, or insecure 
houses where doors or 
windows have been left 
open or unlocked. 


“We have mounted an 
operation which will 
include visits to victims 
of burglary, identifying 
vulnerable premises, the 
distribution of informa¬ 
tion and nominations for 
the handy van scheme. 

“Police officers will 
also target and stop 
search potential suspects 
while on patrol. 

“Our Neighbourhood 
Policing Teams will con¬ 
centrate on raising resi¬ 
dents’ awareness of home 
security, identification of 
vulnerable premises, and 
targeting of potential 
offenders,” he added. 


Council will not 
oppose cinema 
demolition plan 


BRIDGEND Town 
Council is to raise 
no objections to 
plans to demolish 
the former Embassy 
Cinema. 

Plans have been 
lodged with Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
to knock down the old 
cinema and use the site 
as a temporary car park. 

The Embassy was 
built in 1939 in the Art 
Deco style, and remained 
the town’s premier cine¬ 
ma until the 1980s, when 
it became a bingo hall. It 
has been disused for the 
past 10 years. 

Coun David Unwin 
said that his own view 
was that the building, in 
its present state, did 
nothing for the town. 

“It cannot stay like 
this indefinitely. 


Something has to be 
done. It is unreasonable 
to expect the interior to 
be refurbished. It is no 
longer as people will 
remember it from its 
heyday as a cinema. 

“The sheer passage of 
time has made it derelict. 
It is now a shell of a 
building.” 

Mr Unwin said that 
longer term, there was a 
plan to develop the site 
for either retail, hotel or 
multi-storey car park use. 

“But finance for this 
has to be available.” 

The question of the 
former Riverside hard¬ 
ware store was also 
raised as this stands near¬ 
by - but Coun Unwin 
said he believed it 
belonged to a different 
owner and was nothing 
to do with the present 
application. 


“There were 76 
methadone bottles in the 
house and 42 were within 
reach of a child of his 
ability. 

“There was evidence 
of neglect, of failing to 
insulate their child from 
the dangers of their drug 
addiction. Dylan’s death 
was caused by an unlaw¬ 
ful act.” 

Emergency services 
were called to the cou¬ 
ple’s home in Bridgend, 
when Dylan became ill 
minutes after drinking 
the drug. 

He was taken to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales, Cardiff, where he 
died of methadone poi¬ 
soning. A post mortem 
examination revealed a 
‘significant level’ of 
methadone in his blood. 

The court heard Jones 
and Hughes attempted 


suicide by taking a cock¬ 
tail of drugs and alcohol 
a month after Dylan died. 

Both were jailed for 
12 months for causing or 
allowing the death of a 
child. Hughes was given 
an extra four months 
after admitting drugs 
offences. 

Nicholas Cooke QC, 
Recorder of Cardiff, said: 
“The real hate figures 
who are responsible for 
this child's death and 
countless other deaths 
and suffering are drug 
dealers.” 

Newport Crown Court 
heard social services 
were not involved with 
the family, despite both 
being registered heroin 
addicts. 

Tests on Dylan’s hair 
showed he had also been 
exposed to heroin, 
cannabis and diazepam.

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TIME TO CRACK DOWN ON DRIVERS 
WHO MISUSE THE DISABLED BADGES 


T HE blue 

badge scheme 
has been a 
great help to many 
people over the 
years. 

From its original 
origins as an orange 
badge, it has provid¬ 
ed disabled people 
with the ability to 
park close to places 
where they want to 
visit. 

In fact, there are 
more than 9,000 blue 
badge holders in 
Bridgend who would 
be lost without it. 

Yet I believe that 
many of these 
badges are being 
abused. 

Let’s start with the 
supermarkets: 
Readers of this col¬ 
umn will know that 
I’ve been critical of 
some supermarkets 


in the past for their 
unwillingness to 
police the disabled 
spaces that they 
mark out in their car 
parks. 

How many times 
have we seen people 
ignore the fact that a 
space is set aside for 
a blue badge holder 
because they are too 
lazy to walk an extra 
10 yards to the shop? 

I’m still not con¬ 
vinced that the 
supermarkets are 
doing much to pro¬ 
tect these spaces. 

In Bridgend, 
though, we also have 
the spaces allocated 
on Station Hill and 
around the Embassy. 

I get regular com¬ 
plaints about people 
parking there who 
don’t have badges or 
who overstay their 


time. I’ve been 
around with our traf¬ 
fic wardens and I 
know it’s difficult to 
be everywhere at 
once. 

Yet I’m willing to 
bet that many of 
these people who 
park in disabled 
spaces aren’t dis¬ 
abled, and are simply 
using someone else’s 
badge. 

Part of the prob¬ 
lem lies in the 
badge’s design, 
which requires the 
side with the photo¬ 
graph to be put face 
down on the dash¬ 
board. 

People who use 
someone else’s 
badge are commit¬ 
ting a serious offence 
which could not only 
get them into trouble, 
but the badge holder 


as well. On top of 
that, they’re taking 
up a space that 
should be there for 
someone who gen¬ 
uinely needs it. 

Last week, I had a 
meeting with the 
police about this 
issue and they recog¬ 
nise this as a prob¬ 
lem. 

What we need is a 
crackdown on mis¬ 
use of these badges 
in the parking spaces 
around town. 

By focusing on 
this for a few weeks 
it will get the mes¬ 
sage across to the 
more selfish drivers 
that they can’t use 
someone else’s 
badge to occupy a 
disabled space. 

They should also 
be prosecuted for 
what they are doing. 


I would like to see 
this clampdown 
start soon - but, of 
course, no advance 
warning should be 
given of it. 

Some people 
might see this as 
going over the top, 
or will argue that 
there are more 
pressing matters for 
the police to deal 
with. 

I think this is a 
pressing matter, 
though. By taking 
up disabled spaces, 
drivers misusing 
badges are forcing 
people to park fur¬ 
ther away or even 
deterring people 
from coming into 
town in the first 
place. 

Dealing with this 
issue would bring 
more people into 
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town, would help 
those who have 
mobility problems, 
and would ensure 
that those tempted to 
use a badge are kept 
honest.

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Praise for our brave troops 

...but what about the helicopters? 


1 WAS interested 
to read 
Madeleine 
Moon’s 
Westminster 
Notebook in The 
GEM on July 9 
when she was full 
of praise for our 
Armed Forces. 

She wrote eloquently 
about our Armed Forces 
in the recent past - at 
last visible to the gener¬ 
al public whereas before 
they were not. She 
wrote about her time in 
a Chinook helicopter 
flying across Salisbury 
Plain, telling how essen¬ 
tial it is for our Armed 
Forces in the resupply 
role on operations and 
bringing us right up to 
date on the Chinook’s 
role in the movement of 
troops to forward bases 
in Afghanistan. 

She tells us this, in 
the certain and full 
knowledge that the 
troops in Afghanistan 
are suffering losses as a 


direct result of a dis¬ 
tressing lack of helicop¬ 
ter support. 

When her boss 
Gordon Brown tells us 
that he has increased the 
number of helicopters in 
Afghanistan by some 60 
per cent since 2006, and 
they have an additional 
operational capability of 
184 hours flying time in 
support of our troops, 
the reality is that there 
are a total of nine 
British Chinooks in 
Afghanistan - which are 
aged, overworked and 
in desperate need of 
relief. 

This is generally 
what you get from 
Westminster politicians, 
saying one thing, know¬ 
ing more and as a result, 
saying less. 

Ms Moon also kindly 
mentions the Armed 
Forces Day Parade cele¬ 
brations in which she 
gives credit to the 
British Legion veterans 
for organising the day 
and paying special trib¬ 


ute to one particular 
veteran. In this she was 
wrong. 

The day was organ¬ 
ised by the newly- 
formed charity, The 
Bridgend & County 
Borough Veterans 
Association. It was they 
who were responsible 
for the celebrations on 
June 27, not the British 
Legion as she states. 

Referring the last 
paragraph of her article, 
I would say this: It is an 
honourable thing to 


speak with humility, 
compassion and truth, 
particularly about our 
Armed Forces and 
Veterans; but dishon¬ 
ourable to be less than 
truthful, disingenuous 
and to use others for 
your own end.

‘NO DAYTIME FOOT 
PATROLS BY POLICE 
IN BRIDGEND’ - claim 


THE lack of policing in 
areas around Bridgend has 
been raised by town coun¬ 
cillors. 

Coun David Unwin said traders 
had complained to him that they 
were not seeing foot patrols in 
town during the day. 

“They say that they are seeing 
no-one - constables or PCSOs,” 
he claimed. 

Acting Supt Simon Belcher 
said that he was often in the town 
centre himself, and he had seen 
PCSOs walking about. 

“In fact, I saw one today. We 
have now got beat managers in 
charge of neighbourhood policing. 
We have a highly visible beat offi¬ 
cer in Bridgend town centre, but 
he may be off at the moment.” 

Coun Unwin pointed out that it 
did the town no good if people 
were off and not replaced, but 
Supt Belcher replied that there 
was back-up. 

Coun Edith Hughes said that 


there were a lot of problems in old 
Brackla: “I believe that the prob¬ 
lems being experienced by resi¬ 
dents is down to a shortage of 
police. There are not enough offi¬ 
cers to go around.” 

Supt Belcher stated that this 
was the hardest time of the year 
with holidays, but that it was man¬ 
aged. New rules were in place, 
which meant that neighbourhood 
police officers could not be taken 
away from their patch for other 
duties, like policing a football 
match, for more than 20 per cent 
of their time. 

“We look at the figures every 
month and if that figure has been 
exceeded, we investigate. Also, 
our neighbourhood beat managers 
cannot be taken away at all. They 
remain in place all the time.” 

He said that police had to work 
with the resources they were given 
and it was up to them to ensure 
they had the people in the right 
places at the right time. 

He said he had spoken to the 


PCSOs in Brackla about quality of 
life issues and for the need for 
attainable goals to be set in action 
plans. 

“We cannot solve a problem 
like youth annoyance in a month 
or even a year. We must analyse 
properly what’s happening where 
we have these problems. There’s 
no quick fix.” 

He said it was essential that res¬ 
idents keep reporting issues like 
youth annoyance, so that they can 
be flagged up and then treated as a 
priority. 

Supt Belcher stressed that he 
took a very hard line on drugs and 
there would be no let-up in the 
fight against them: 

“I am very strong on Class A 
drugs because of the problems we 
get with car crime and burglaries 
as a result.” 

He added that Bridgend was the 
third safest area out of 15 as far as 
violent crime was concerned. The 
area was also in the top five or six 
areas for a lack of other crimes. 


Bridgend to take 
in-depth look at 
the street markets 


BRIDGEND Town Council 
has received a report on a 
meeting held with the 
Festivals Committee, borough 
councillors and officers and 
Bridgend market traders. 

Coun David Unwin reported that 
the question of the street markets 
staged by the Festivals Committee 
had been discussed in great length. 

“An in-depth look will be taken 
into the way that the festival commit¬ 
tee organises street markets in future 
and how it operates. 

“I hope the outcome will be a better 
quality market more to the taste of 
local people and better regulated - and 
not staged as a fait accompli because 
that’s no good for anyone.” 

Bridgend market traders have com¬ 
plained bitterly that their trade has 
been affected by the increasing num¬ 
ber of outdoor markets staged in the 
town centre. 

Coun Bob Burns said that the elect¬ 
ed members expressed the need for 
more openness: “There’s a need for 
more accountability by the Bridgend 


Festivals Committee - its responsibili¬ 
ties and the provision of its accounts. 

“We were not clear that regular 
accounts have been presented or 
audited. That’s a cause for concern 
because public money has been allo¬ 
cated to it. We must have accountabil¬ 
ity for this public money.” 

Mayor Mervyn Lewis said he had 
been given a set of accounts, but did 
not know if they had been audited. 

“The constitution states that the 
Mayor of Bridgend town automatical¬ 
ly becomes chairman of their commit¬ 
tee, but this is the first time it has 
been enacted since 2001.” 

Coun Bob Bums asked to see 
copies of the accounts and this will be 
arranged. 

The meeting heard that the 
Bridgend market manager would 
attend festival committee meetings in 
future. 

Coun David Unwin commented: 
“This matter is on the leash now.”

“We need to know if 
we have the right num¬ 
ber of cameras, if they 
need to be re-sited, and a 
whole raft of other 
things that we would 
welcome comments on.” 

Acting Supt Simon 
Belcher told the town 
council that the CCTV 
system was very pro¬ 
active and was responsi¬ 
ble for the detection of a 
number of assaults. 

“We have had a num¬ 
ber of serious assaults 
that have been captured 
by the cameras when the 
operators focused in on 
what was happening. I 
cannot speak highly 
enough of the team.” 

Coun Bums said that 
the system needed re¬ 
equipping, with more 
modem items fit for the 
21st century, including 
better screens and also 
equipment to make it 
easier to search through 
tapes. 

“This would cut down 
on police time and make 
it easier for the tapes to 
be used in criminal 
cases,” he stated.

Porthcawl RNLI 
race to the rescue 


THE Porthcawl 
RNLI lifeboat Shire 
of the Roses was 
launched last week 
to help a sailing 
boat two miles off 
Rest Bay at 
12.30pm on 
Thursday, July 23. 

The vessel, which 
was heading for Burry 
Port in west Wales, 
reported a broken for¬ 
ward mast and requested 
immediate assistance. 

A Porthcawl RNLI 
spokesman said: “With 
four adults and an eight- 
year-old on board, speed 
of rescue was vital. 

‘''Rose of the Shires 
arrived on scene at 
12.50pm and, following 
discussions with helms¬ 
man Stephen Knipe, it 
was agreed to take off 
two females and the 
eight-year-old. 

“The three were land¬ 
ed at Porthcawl Lifeboat 
station while attempts 
were made to secure the 


loose mast on board the 
boat.” 

Swansea Coastguard 
requested the Mumbles 
all-weather lifeboat to 
be launched, to help 
move the stricken vessel 
to more sheltered waters 
off Porthcawl harbour. 

More crew were 
taken out from 
Porthcawl and landed on 
the boat, together with 
members of the 
Mumbles crew, to carry 
out the repair. 

With the mast eventu¬ 
ally secured, the boat 
was escorted to Swansea 
for more permanent 
repairs by Mumbles 
RNLI lifeboat.

The three people who 
were landed earlier at 
Porthcawl were trans¬ 
ported to Swansea by 
road by Porthcawl 
Coastguard personnel. 


‘Police villages 
from Bridgend 
not Barry’ - call’ 

POLICING of villages to the south of 
Bridgend including Ewenny, Ogmore by 
Sea, Southerndown and St Bride’s Major 
should be carried out from Bridgend and 
not Barry.

jROBABLY 
no-one would 
sniff at a 
European market 
of 500 million cus¬ 
tomers (although 
the rest of the 
world is much big¬ 
ger).

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INQUEST HEARS OF GIRL’S ‘HABITUAL SOCIALISING’ 


Pencoed 16 -year-old was 
‘over the limit’ before being 
hit by speeding train 


AN INQUEST has been told how a 
16-year-old girl was killed by a 
train when she walked onto a rail¬ 
way line at Pencoed - after drink¬ 
ing vodka and red wine with 
friends. 

Schoolgirl Sophie Harris was almost dou¬ 
ble the drink-drive limit after downing alco¬ 
hol with friends as young as 13 next to the 
track. 

The friends were sitting next to the rail¬ 
way line when Sophie “playfully” jumped 
onto the line with a younger girl. 

Chelsea Davies (13) told how she fell 
onto the track and Sophie jumped down to 
follow her. 

Chelsea, who had also been drinking red 
wine with Sophie, told police: “I shouted to 
her: ‘Get off the track, there is a train com¬ 
ing.’ 

“But she shouted back: ‘Don’t worry, it’s 
not going to hit me.’” 

Only seconds later, Sophie was killed by 
the train at 85mph as her friends shouted in 
vain. Her mother told how her daughter had 
started drinking vodka in the months before 
her death. 


Mum Tina Harris said: “Sophie was a 
vivacious, lively young lady with many 
friends. She was great with children and had 
started a childcare course, but was not 
attending because of her habitual socialis¬ 
ing. 

“Sophie drank alcohol - it was vodka - 
and three months before, she was taken to 
hospital after collapsing, due to the amount 
of alcohol she had consumed.” 

At the inquest, which was held in 
Aberdare, the cause of death was given as 
blunt head injuries and a post mortem 
revealed Sophie had 157mg of alcohol in 
100ml of blood. 

Pathologist Dr Derek James said: “The 
level of alcohol was sufficient to affect 
Sophie's decision-making, judgement and 
balance”" 

The inquest heard from her friends how 
they shouted to Sophie to get off the track. 
They all knew a train was coming because 
the automatic level crossing in the village 
had closed and an alarm was sounding. 

Sophie’s best friend, Ceri-Anne Ryan 
,said: “I could hear the level crossing beep¬ 
ing so I knew a train was coming. 

“I was shouting for them both to get off 


the tracks. Chelsea had noticed the train and 
did get off the tracks. There were people on 
the platform all shouting. 

“I can recall Sophie looking round and 
seeing the train approaching, but then it hit 
her.” 

Teenage witness Gethin Williams had 
seen the two girls drinking earlier in the 
evening and then saw them on the track 
together. 

He said: “I shouted: ‘Chelsea, get off the 
track. Don’t be so stupid.’ 

“I could hear the train coming and 
Chelsea walked off the track. 

“But the other girl carried on walking 
down the track and I saw her look behind her 
and try to move away from the track. But the 
train hit her and she was kil led.” 

Train driver Christian Davies was in the 
Paddington Great Western Express train as it 
approached the verge of Pencoed. 

He said: “I blew the horn and applied the 
emergency brakes, but the female on the 
track didn’t respond and didn’t move. 

“The time between seeing her and hitting 
her was between two and four seconds.” 

The jury at the inquest returned a verdict 
of accidental death.

the column and Gwyn’s 
companion was killed. 

Gwyn has written 
many poems and stories 
of his harrowing experi¬ 
ences as a PoW and of 
life in his home town of 
Blaengarw. 

Of the nine local men 
who went to serve in 
Bomber Command in 
World War Two, he was 
the only one to return to 
Blaengarw. 

Sadly, Gwyn’s life 
came to an end in May 
this year following a 
long and painful illness. 
His funeral took place at 
the Coychurch 
Crematorium on May 15 
and was attended by so 
many neighbours and 
friends. 

At the closing of the 
service, the Last Post 
was sounded by Gwyn’s 
nephew, Robert.

‘People of Wales can pull through together’ 

Tackling cases of swine 
flu - in the Welsh way 


by DR TONY JEWELL, WALES’ CHIEF MEDICAL OFFICER 


THERE is no doubt 
that the number of 
cases of swine flu 
in Wales will 
increase during the 
next few weeks, 
with further waves 
over the next year. 

But we can all help to 
minimise the outbreak - 
if we pull together. 

The most important 
message is - please 
don’t turn up at your 
doctor’s surgery or local 
hospital if you feel you 
have flu-like symptoms. 

That only spreads the 
virus, perhaps infecting 
people at greater risk, 
such as young children, 
expectant mothers, or 
those with underlying 
health problems. 

Instead, stay at home 
and use the phone or the 
internet to get advice. 

You can call the swine 
flu information line on 
0800 1 513 513 for 
recorded advice and the 
latest information. 

Alternatively, visit 
www. nhsdirect. wales, nhs 
.uk or 

www. wales, gov. uk/health 

Then, if you are still 
concerned, contact NHS 
Direct Wales on 0845 46 
47 or phone your GP 
who can provide diagno¬ 
sis over the phone and 


give the advice you 
need. 

For most people, the 
flu virus is proving rela¬ 
tively mild - so they can 
self-care and recover 
well without the need for 
anti-virals. 

In the case of high 
risk groups - for exam¬ 
ple, pregnant women, 
children under five years 
old and people with 
heart or lung disease - 
contact your GP straight 
away: antiviral treatment 
is more effective if given 
within 48 hours. 

A lot of people will 
have heard press and TV 
coverage of the National 
Pandemic Flu Service 
(NPFS) that has been 
launched in England, 
where swine flu has 
spread more rapidly. 

In Wales we have 
decided to continue to 


provide advice through 
our existing NHS Direct 
Wales service, which is 
staffed by health profes¬ 
sionals. 

Our health service 
staff are currently devel¬ 
oping new arrangements 
to handle the increase in 
enquiries based on the 
experience of colleagues 
in Scotland. 

If the number of cases 
here escalates greatly, 
and we face operational 
problems, we will have 
the option of plugging 
into the NPFS. 

But at the moment, 
the number of cases 
remains comparable to 
seasonal winter flu, so it 
makes sense for us in 
Wales to enhance exist¬ 
ing NHS services that 
people know and under¬ 
stand. 

At home, and out and 


about, we can help limit 
the spread of the virus 
by good hygiene - we 
need to be vigilant about 
using tissues, binning 
them and then washing 
our hands, that is why 
our message is ‘Catch It 
, Bin It, Kill It’. 

We are working hard 
to ensure a supply of 
vaccine sufficient for the 
whole population of 
Wales - but that will 
take some time and 
obviously the needs of 
high-risk groups have to 
be met first. 

That is why it is cru¬ 
cial that during the com¬ 
ing months the people of 
Wales help the NHS and 
help each other - togeth¬ 
er we can pull through.

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Pencoed falls silent for farewell to hero Dane 


RESIDENTS and 
war veterans from 
Pencoed turned out 
last week to pay 
tribute to Lance 
Corporal Dane 
Elson, who lost his 
life in Afghanistan. 

His family asked that 
it be a service of thanks¬ 
giving for his life, and it 
took place in Salem 
Chapel, Pencoed. 

Dane was then buried 
with full military hon¬ 
ours at Pencoed 
Cemetery. 

The services were 
taken by the Rev 
Nicholas Jones, the 
Vicar of Pencoed, and 
the Rev Paul Wright, the 
chaplain to the 
Household Division. 

There were readings 
and tributes from fellow 
members of the Welsh 
Guards, and Stuart 
Elson, Dane’s father,, 
also paid a personal trib¬ 
ute during the service. 

The hymns, ‘Calon 
Lan’, ‘Cwm Rhondda’, 
and ‘Men of Harlech’ 
were also sung. 

At the cemetery, sol¬ 
diers fired three volleys, 
and the Last Post was 
sounded, followed by a 
lament and silence, and 
then Reveille. 

Dane’s family paid 
the following tribute: 
“Dane was an amazing 
young man. He had a 
free spirit and a zest for 
life that was unmatched. 

“He lived life to the 
full and was full of fun 


and laughter. He was 
only 22, but you could 
have written a book on 
his exploits. 

“For such a young 
man, Dane touched the 
hearts of so many, sim¬ 
ply because he was such 
a kind-hearted young 
man with the cheekiest 
of grins and he was a bit 
of a scallywag. 

“He is deeply loved 
by all his family, as 
much as he loved them. 
Dane was brave, coura¬ 
geous and a fine soldier. 
He was proud to serve 
with The Welsh Guards. 

“We are all so very 
sad and there is a void 
in our lives that can 
never be filled, but 
Dane will live in our 
hearts.” 

There followed a per¬ 
sonal message from his 
mother, Deborah 
Morris: “Dane was the 
best son and brother any 
parent could have 


wished for. He was kind 
and so gentle and 
always put everyone 
before himself, as he 
was doing when he died. 

“He was and still is 
our big hero. Dane 


loved his sport and was 
good at whatever sport 
he did, especially rugby. 
He will be so greatly 
missed by all who knew 
him. 

“We cannot imagine 


our life without him. 
His mates’ nights out 
will never be the same. 

“He was and always 
will be ‘Mammy’s little 
soldier’. God bless you 
Dane.”

DAY WIPS & SHORT BREAKS 
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Regeneration forum: 

now The GEM can 
keep you up to date! 


AGENDAS for 
future meetings of 
the Porthcawl 
Regeneration 
Forum will be pro¬ 
vided to The GEM 
via the council 
press office. 

This assurance has 
been given after a repre¬ 
sentative of a paid-for 
sheet was invited to 
attend the last meeting. 

When this was 
queried by The GEM, 
which did not receive 
notification of the meet¬ 
ing, we were told that 
the minutes are public 
and future copies of the 
agenda will be provided 
to the council press 
office and supplied from 
there on request. 

The GEM has been 
asking the council for 
information about the 
state of play with regard 
to the town regeneration. 
We understand this was 
the first meeting of the 
forum for a year. 

Members heard the 
phasing of the proposed 
town regeneration has 
been altered so that the 
supermarket planned for 
the Hillsboro Place car 
park will now be done as 
the first phase. 

Andrew Parry Jones, 
regeneration officer, said 
that the regeneration 
objectives remain the 
same, but the way of 


delivering them has been 
slightly altered. He said 
that putting the super¬ 
market ahead of the 
housing reflects current 
market pressures, and is 
a pragmatic approach to 
the issue. 

The council has been 
attempting to appoint a 
developer for the scheme 
for some time. 

Mr Parry Jones said 
that doing the supermar¬ 
ket first means that the 
new roads and other 
infrastructure needed for 
the regeneration can be 
put in place more quick¬ 
ly and will benefit the 
other elements of the 
scheme. 

It is The GEM’s 
understanding that the 
company which devel¬ 
ops the supermarket will 
have to put in this infra¬ 
structure, which includes 
drainage and car park¬ 
ing. 

The council has also 
lodged a planning appli¬ 
cation to use part of the 
former Sandy Bay cara¬ 
van park for car parking. 

The old caravan park 
has lain unused and 
semi-derelict since it 
was closed some years 
ago by the council. 

It is to be used as a 
temporary replacement 
car park for 1,100 cars 
instead of the present 
Salt Lake car park which 
is used by summer visi¬ 


tors. 

It is to be developed 
under the regeneration 
scheme, and the propos¬ 
al is to replace it on a 
temporary basis with a 
car park at Sandy Bay. 

Sandy Bay has 
already been used at 
bank holidays as an 
overspill car park from 
Trecco Bay caravan 
park, which is next door. 
Access could be either 
from Rhych Avenue or 
Sandy Lane. 

However, the longer- 
term position of car 
parking in Porthcawl is 
still uncertain as there 
are plans to build more 
houses on Sandy Bay - 
as part of the regenera¬ 
tion. 

Other proposals under 
consideration include 
using part of the site for 
a new promenade, an 
area of public open 
space, a foreshore park, 
an extension to Griffin 


Park and other leisure 
uses. 

Its long term future 
use will be considered 
under the regeneration 
process. 

Planning guidance for 
the whole of the regener¬ 
ation area has been 
adopted by the council 
and will form the basis 
of future land usage. 

What will then hap¬ 
pen as far as providing a 
permanent replacement 
car park for the town is 
concerned, is unclear. 

At the forum, officers 
spoke about providing a 
park and ride - from as 
far away as Stormy 
Down! 

Other options are pro¬ 
viding a park and ride at 
Rest Bay and one by the 
Newton-Nottage round¬ 
about - although there is 
no car park at this loca¬ 
tion, so one would have 
to be provided.

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AIRPORT CHIEFS BACK 
ASSEMBLY’S RULING ON 
RHOOSE ACCESS ROAD

CARDIFF AIRPORT has 
backed the Welsh 
Assembly’s decision not to 
build an airport access 
road, and instead target 
road improvements and 
more frequent bus and 
train journeys in the Vale. 

An airport spokeswoman said: 
“With regard to the access 
improvements to Cardiff Airport, 
we broadly welcome the more 
pragmatic and sensible approach 
outlined by the Welsh Assembly 
and, in particular, to enhance fre¬ 
quency and quality of public 
transport options between Cardiff 
Airport and the city of Cardiff. 


“The airport has for some 
time now questioned the notion 
of poor access to it and also 
whether this in itself could war¬ 
rant such a significant road 
investment. 

“Our view is that any signifi¬ 
cant infrastructural development, 
such as the options previously 
suggested, must be borne on the 
back of much wider economic 
and social benefits for and 
around the Vale.” 

The spokeswoman was anx¬ 
ious to stress that the proposed 
‘airport access road’ would not 
have been just been to help air 
travellers, but the wider economy 
too. She explained: “Our concern 
throughout the road consultation 


process has been that it was 
assumed the road was for the 
sole benefit of the airport - this 
of course was not the case. 

“Perhaps it is this assumption 
which ultimately led to the 
demise of the road plans. 

“If the various stakeholders 
had better articulated the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of the road within 
the Vale of Glamorgan, the pub¬ 
lic may have heard a different 
story.” 

She added: “We also welcome 
within the Assembly’s National 
Transport Plan the desire to 
enhance international connectivi¬ 
ty from Cardiff Airport.” 


Writing poetry has been a 
great gift in Dorothy’s life 


A COWBRIDGE 
woman has found 
comfort during the 
hard times in her 
life by writing poet¬ 
ry- 

Dorothy Davies, of 
Tair Onen, who is now 
80, is still putting pen to 
paper with her thoughts. 

Mrs Davies has had 
many unhappy times, 
including being brought 
up in a children’s home 
from the age of two to 
11 . 

But she has enjoyed a 
wonderful marriage to 
her husband Bill, which 
has lasted 57 years to 
date. 

Mrs Davies was 
brought up in Neath, and 
later Bridgend, but met 
her husband when she 
went on a day trip. 

He came from Cardiff 
and they lived in the city 
for the first few years, 
when their two oldest 
children were born. 

Both of these children 
suffered health problems 
and the couple were des¬ 
perate for a home of 
their own, as they were 
living in rooms. 

“My husband saw an 
advert for the Forestry 
Co mm ission and the job 
came with a house,” she 
recalled. “He got the job 
and we went to live in 
Brechfa near Carmarthen 
for three years.” 

Mr Davies then trans¬ 
ferred with the commis¬ 
sion to the Vale and the

couple were allocated a 
house at Tair Onnen. 

“We lived in a differ¬ 
ent house at Tair Onen 
before moving to this 
one and we were able to 
buy it eventually when 
the Forestry decided 
they did not need so 
many workers. We have 
been at Tair Onen for 50 
years,” she said. 

The couple had a fur¬ 
ther two children, and 
bringing up a family of 
four was a full time job 
for Mrs Davies. 

Sadly, her eldest son 


has died but she has a 
son and daughter living 
locally and one daughter 
in Grimsby. She also has 
two grand-daughters - 
Angharad and Eleri. 

“I have written dozens 
of poems over the years 
and I have written them 
for people specially, or 
to mark special occa¬ 
sions,” she said. 

“I started writing 


essays and poetry when I 
was still a child, but the 
majority have been writ¬ 
ten in more recent 
years.” 

She has collected the 
poems into a folder, 
which she has shown to 
a number of people, 
including Theda 
Williams in the Celtic 
Knot shop, Cowbridge. 

“Theda has been very 
encouraging,” she said. 

“I have shown her my 
poems and written spe¬ 
cially for her.” 

One telling line in 
one of the poems reads: 
“I cannot stop myself 
getting older, but I can 
stop myself getting old .” 

And it is a philosophy 
that Mrs Davies fervent¬ 
ly believes in. 

Although she has 
health problems, includ¬ 
ing arthritis and osteo¬ 
porosis, she remains 
active. She is a member 
of Zoar Chapel near the 
Aubrey Arms and also 
goes to St Nicholas WI. 

“Poetry does not 
come easily to me,” she 
said. 

“But it comes when I 
really need to express 
myself. 

“It’s a gift which has 
been with me during the 
best and worst times of 
my life.”

Dave explained: “Terri (my wife) and I have striv¬ 
en to make the event as diverse as possible to cater 
for different musical tastes. 

“The festival kicks off on the Saturday with live 
music at the Old White Hart - as soon as we 
announced we were going ahead, the landlord was in 
touch to say he wanted to get involved. 

“One evening to note is on the Tuesday; the Ignite 
Band are appearing at Bethel Baptist Church. They 
are a Christian rock group who have performed all 
over the country. 

“Another exciting youth event is the ‘Open Mic’ 
night at Llantonian Hall. It is being hosted by Major 
Music and the local skate group - there’s a big cross¬ 
over in membership. 

“We’ve decided that one talented youngster from 
the ‘Open Mic’ night will get the chance of an early 
slot at the Precinct the next morning!” 

There are classical offerings too. 

“We’re really pleased that Cowbridge Amateur 
Operatic Society (CAOS) are back each year. It’s a 
great testimonial for Summer Sounds that people 
want to return. This time CAOS’ Viva to the Diva 
Productions is presenting ‘A Night at the Opera’. 

“Bridgend Male Voice Choir, which has close links 
to Llantwit Major, has a great repertoire and will be 
in St Dltyd’s Church on Friday evening.” 

Dave is particularly enthusiastic about the Precinct 
event on Sunday. “It all starts at 11.30am and the 
final act, Big Mac’s Wholly Soul Band, will take to 
the stage at 7pm. There will be eight or so groups, 
who will play for between 30 and 60 minutes. 


“Neil Diamond Tribute is back again - the women 
of Llantwit would have strung me up if he hadn’t 
been on the bill - he’s got a fantastic voice! 

“The Amigos are making the trip up to Llantwit 
Major from Cornwall where they are appearing on 
the Saturday. 

“Davy Cartwright plays on the West Country folk 
festival circuit and his set is a mixture of his own 
songs plus ‘golden oldies’ from the likes of the 
Beatles, Beach Boys, Carole King and James Taylor. 

“Llantwit bands to look out for are The New 
Druids, and The Smiths’ Tribute Band.” 

The Precinct won’t be bereft of food and drink: 
“There’s going to be a bar, and Thai food which I can 
assure people is to die for! 

“We did not have one ounce of trouble last year - 
the people who turn up love music, a good atmos¬ 
phere and socialising. 

“For people who want to come from Bridgend and 
Barry, it’s worth pointing out that it is so easy if you 
come by train. Just arrive in Llantwit and follow the 
sound of music to the Precinct. 

“We couldn’t do all this without the support of 
Filco, which has allowed us the use of the Precinct.

BULLOCK’S PROPOSAL IS 
ALL TOO FAMILIAR SCENE! 


S INCE first 
making waves 
with her roles 
in Demolition Man 
and Speed , Sandra 
Bullock has crafted 
a varied filmogra¬ 
phy across a multi¬ 
tude of genres. 

Yet it is romantic 
comedies that have 
given Bullock the most 
success, with the likes of 
Miss Congeniality, Two 
Weeks Notice and Forces 
of Nature (to name but 
three) showcasing the 
actress’ comedic ability. 

Her latest film, The 
Proposal, plays in a sim¬ 
ilar vein, with Bullock 
as Margaret, a Canadian 
book publisher who is 
told that, due to visa 
issues, she must leave 
the country right away. 

Desperate, she ropes 
in her assistant Andrew 
(Ryan Reynolds) to 
marry her in order to 
stay in the country. 
Forced together, the pair 
travel to Andrew’s home 
town for a birthday, 
intent on learning as 
much about each other 
as possible before they 
are questioned - but will 
this be the start of some¬ 
thing more between the 
two of them... 


There isn’t a genre 
that is any more pre¬ 
dictable than that 
marked ‘romantic come¬ 
dy’ . After all, while 
other types of films can 
play with expectations 
and twist and turn you, 
the romantic comedy is 
all about two people 
who end up together at 
the end having learnt 
that they really do love 
each other. 

It is a path that The 
Proposal makes no 
attempt to veer from, 
and while the end result 
is as predictable as you 
would imagine, thanks 
to some good comedic 
turns the film doesn’t 
quite falter as much as 
you would imagine. 

This is mainly thanks 
to the performances of 
both Bullock and Ryan 
Reynolds, who are both 
particularly good come¬ 
dy performers and who 
spark the film, despite 
its overly predictable 
arc. 

Bullock does a neat 
line in pratfalling come¬ 
dy which she executes 
here very well and 
shows that she is one of 
the more gifted actresses 
in these types of films. 

There is little demand 
performance-wise, but 
she carries off the role 


well, and while playing 
a callous hard-nosed 
businesswoman, at least 
allows the faintest chink 
of empathy within the 
character to make you 
feel she isn’t wholly 
beyond redemption. 

As her put-upon assis¬ 
tant, Ryan Reynolds is 
hugely entertaining, 
charismatic with whip- 
fast putdowns. 

The actor has fol¬ 
lowed a similar career 
path to Bullock, but his 
comedy skills are as 
sharp as ever here, mak¬ 
ing a perfect foil for 
Bullock’s uptight per¬ 
sona. 

The chemistry with 
the actress works well, 
and the pair really raise 
the film with their per¬ 
formances. 

The supporting cast 
are all competent with¬ 
out stretching them¬ 
selves, but the best turn 
comes from Betty White 
as Andrew’s grandmoth¬ 
er, all pithy asides and 
young-at-heart attitude, 
which raises the biggest 
laughs. 

These three turns are 
wholly responsible for 
making the film far more 
entertaining than it 
should be. 

Director Anne 
Fletcher is certainly at 


home with this genre, 
having directed the simi¬ 
larly enjoyable-yet-slight 
27 Dresses, and delivers 
another competent effort 
here. She shoots the 
comedy well, bringing a 
few offbeat tones into 
what is a rather straight¬ 
forward affair, with a 
bird of prey attack stick¬ 
ing out in the memory. 

She also gets the pac¬ 
ing just right, even 
though the film falls into 
the familiar serious tones 
of the final act, the com¬ 
edy being pared back in 
favour of ‘emotion’ that 
is difficult to muster 
given that the outcome is 
pretty obvious. 

Similarly, the script 
from Pete Chiarelli, his 
first, accentuates the 
skills of Bullock and 
Reynolds, providing 
them with ample oppor¬ 
tunities to mine the com¬ 
edy, and by doing this 
takes the onus away 
from the generic conven¬ 
tions that seemingly 
must be adhered to. 

It is a script that, 
much like the film, is 
rather over familiar but 
at the same time reason¬ 
ably entertaining - 
although you do wish 
that somebody could 
find a way of adding a 
little bit of intrigue, and

offer something differ¬ 
ent, to these types of 
film. 

VERDICT-A come¬ 
dy that is boosted by the 
turns of Sandra Bullock, 
Ryan Reynolds and 
Betty White, The 
Proposal smacks of the 
aftertaste of every other 
romantic film but at least 
offers something enter¬ 
taining in lieu of its 
familiarity. 

Pleasing, yet pre¬ 
dictable, the performanc¬ 
es are the main selling 
point, and enhance what 
is ultimately a run of the 
mill film. Average.

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Gypsy - a musical story, 
or revenge against 
pushy showbiz parents? 


T HE latest 
production 
by the 

Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) - the 
classic Hollywood 
musical Gypsy - 
recently played for 
three nights at the 
Grand Pavilion, 
Porthcawl, to wild¬ 
ly enthusiastic 
applause. 

Given the BYT’s 
track record, this is no 
great surprise. What’s 
more, Roger Burnell, the 
director of the BYT 
knows this musical well. 
It is the third time he has 
directed it. Twice during 
his tenure at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive, and 
once more now. 

So, before taking a 
look at the performanc¬ 
es, what is it about the 
show that attracts him to 
it? 

It could, of course, 
be because it is a great 
show, with no weak 
tunes. On top of that, 
there is both humour and 
real drama in the show. 

However, I can’t help 
wondering if, in some 
part, it is a teacher’s 
‘revenge piece’ on pushy 
parents. 

After all, no matter 
what subject you teach, 
whether it be maths, 
sport, geography or 
drama - you must have 
to cope on a regular 
basis with, for instance, 
a father who thinks his 
son should be playing 
fly-half for the first 
team, or a mother who 
thinks her daughter is 
the only choice for lead 
in the school show. 

Consider the plot of 
Gypsy. It might ostensi¬ 
bly be the story of how 
the famous burlesque 
stripper, Gypsy Rose 
Lee, got her start in the 
business, but it is domi¬ 
nated by her mother 
Rose - a mother who 
always knows best. 

Rose takes her two 
children, Louise and 
June, out of school in 
her ‘single-minded’ pur¬ 
suit of success in show 
business. She thinks she 
knows everything, but 
the truth is that she 
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knows nothing. Over 
the course of 10 years, 
her daughters are 
trapped in a terrible 
stage act. 

June is talented, but 
Rose has little imagina¬ 
tion. Louise (who grows 
up to be Gypsy) is total¬ 
ly out of her depth and 
is deeply uncomfortable 
with having to parade 
her shortcomings every 
night. 

Every now and again, 
Rose puts a new spin on 
the act, but it stays as 
corny and hackneyed as 
ever. 

Eventually, a theatri¬ 
cal agent spots June’s 
talent, and offers to put 
her into acting school 
and build her career. 
However, mother knows 
best, she crushes her 
daughter’s dream, and 
off they go - back on 
the road. 

She can’t even spot 
talent. One of June’s 
backing dancers, Tulsa, 
is a fine dancer and cho¬ 
reographer but Rose 
keeps him doing the 
same old routine until he 
and June can’t stand it 
any longer and run off 
together. 

Does Rose get the 
message now? Of 
course not. Now, poor 
Louise has to carry the 
burden of her mother’s 
dreams and, although 
she eventually gets 
lucky and finds her 
niche as Gypsy Rose 
Lee, it doesn’t let Rose 
off the hook in my eyes. 

The Hollywood film 
versions, with first 
Rosalind Russell and 
then Bette Midler play¬ 
ing Rose, engineered a 
mother and daughter 
reconciliation - a ‘Gee 
mom, I love you’ 
moment. 

However, Rose isn’t 
let off so lightly in the 
BYT version. 

Rose (a bravura per¬ 
formance by Charlotte 
Bruton) finishes her 
final number, when she 
pours all her own frus¬ 
trated ambitions into 
‘Roses’ Turn’. Then she 
breaks down and lies 
bereft on the stage. 

She does get a hug 



from her daughter, but it 
is out of pity, not a ges¬ 
ture of forgiveness. 

The pushy parent gets 
her just desserts. 

So, in many ways, the 
show depends on 
Charlotte Bruton making 
us like Rose, despite her 
selfishness. She has to 
show her charm and 
capture her energy. 

If the audience turns 
against Rose, then the 
show falls apart. 

As a BYT regular, 
Charlotte has always had 
a fine voice, but it is 
great to report that in 
this show, she proves 
that she can act as well. 

Rose is a fast-talking 
con woman, and the 
only quibble I can come 
up with is that once in a 
while, she talked a little 
bit too fast. 

Her singing on the 
other hand, was terrific 
throughout, whether in 
the big numbers like 
‘Everything’s Coming 
Up Roses’ or in the 
charming ones such as 
‘Small World’ or ‘You’ll 
Never Get Away From 
Me’ - where she is 
charming Herbie, the 
agent who is under her 
spell. 

Liam James plays 
Herbie, and does well in 
a difficult role. 

Throughout the show, 
Rose walks all over him 
until he finally finds a 
backbone and leaves her. 
Liam gives him a digni¬ 
ty and warmth that 
makes you really feel for 
his plight. 

In the role of Louise, 
Mel Thomas is another 
who proves how much 
she has come on in the 
last few years. Her act¬ 
ing has always been 
good, but on songs such 
as ‘Little Lamb’ she 
revealed that she has a 
really fine singing voice. 

She also handled the 
transformation from shy 
girl to seductive strip 
tease artist really well, 
and that acting ability 
came to the fore when 
she joined Tash Bryant 
(June) for the two 
daughters to sing ‘If 
Momma Gets Married’. 

Tash is still young, 
but has already played a 
huge variety of roles 
with the BYT. As June, 
the teenager forced by 
her mother to keep play¬ 
ing a 10-year-old, she 
was funny and was, 
once again, completely 
at home on the stage. 

She is one to watch in 
the next few years. 

The show is full of 
fine cameos, but Josh 
Lovell, like Mel Thomas 
another BYT regular, 
had his chance to shine 
as Tulsa, the young 
dancer who runs off 
with June. 

His scene with Mel, 
where he tells Louise 
about his plans for his 
act, was perfect, and 
beautifully choreo¬ 
graphed. 

It is the first moment 
when Louise starts to 
relax and comes out of 
her shell and it worked 
really well. 

Of course, there are 


three cameos that tend to 
steal the show. As the 
three strippers, Mel 
Stevens (Tessie Tura), 
Rasheeda Ali (Miss 
Mazeppa) and Christie 
Saunders (Elektra) grab 
their chances to get the 
audience roaring with 
laughter. 

I thought Mel, as the 
ballet-influenced Tessa, 
was terrific, but 
Mazeppa always gets the 
best line. Has anyone 
written a funnier couplet 
than Sondheim’s ‘If 
you’re going to bump it, 
bump it with a trumpet’ ? 

So, three nights for a 
superb show from a 
company that shows 
every sign of having 
another wave of young 
talent moving forward as 
Mel Thomas, Josh 
Lovell, Charlotte 
Bruton, and many oth¬ 
ers, move on to drama 
college or elsewhere. 

Can I come up with a 
complaint? Only my dis¬ 
appointment that it was 
only a three-night run. A 
show this good should 
have sold out for a 
week. (Although it 
would have been hard 
work for Charlotte). 

I don’t know what the 
BYT has to do to get a 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough audience to grasp 
what a jewel we have 
here. 

The mayor of 
Bridgend County 
Borough, Coun Jeff 
Tildesley, saw the show 
twice, the first time on 
the opening night in the 
company of various 
other borough mayors 
and lord mayors. He told 
The GEM: “These may¬ 
ors see their fair share of 
school productions, and 
they were staggered by 
how good this one was. 

“They insisted that I 
let the cast know how 
impressed they were, so 
I went backstage on 
Saturday night after the 
show to tell them all.” 

Personally, I think the 
problem is that people 
overpraise school shows. 
Here in The GEM, we 
can guarantee that after 
every single school 
show, someone will 
write in and say that 
“the performances 
would have graced a 
West End stage”. 

You will never hear 
that from Roger Burnell, 
even though he has seen 
a fair number of students 
go on to do just that. 
Even the best of his stu¬ 
dents leave knowing that 
they still have to work to 
develop their skills. 

This year’s show was, 
as with so many other 
BYT shows, a terrific 
evening’s entertainment. 
I am not going to throw 
around extravagant West 
End comparisons, but I 
will offer this one. 

Given a choice 
between watching some 
well-known actors (or 
soap stars) going 
through the motions in a 
touring show in Bristol, 
Cardiff or Swansea, and 
seeing the latest crop of 
Bridgend Youth Theatre 
talent, I know which I 
would choose every 
time. 


‘Where I stand on the 
McKinnon affair../

M ark twain 

said: ‘Never pick a 
fight with a man who 
buys his ink by the barrel’ - 

highlighting the problem 
of fighting back in any 
disagreement with the 
media. 

The role of a free press is a 
vital tenet of any healthy 
democracy; there has to be a 
right to report the facts, to give 
opinions, to offend and be 
offended. 

In this country, we rightly 
treasure this liberty. Within this 
broad maxim, however, that free 
press has a responsibility also in 
how it reports; a responsibility 
not to distort the facts, to over¬ 
simplify complexities, not to 
libel, and not to prevent a fair 
trial. 

What has prompted me to 
write about this? Well, the spe¬ 
cific situation I wish to discuss 
here touches upon this latter, 
broad issue. 

I and a number of colleagues 
were labelled ‘turncoats’ in the 
Daily Mail recently (July 16). 

The accusation arose as we 
signed ‘three parliamentary 
motions, dating back to 2005, 
opposing the Extradition Act 
and sending Gary McKinnon to 
the U.S. for trial’ - while subse¬ 
quently voting with the govern¬ 
ment in an Opposition Day 
Debate titled US-UK Extradition 
Treaty. 

Subsequently, I received a 
number of anonymous, offensive 
emails. 

Before attending to the accu¬ 
sations, some background: Gary 
McKinnon admitted hacking 
into 97 US government comput¬ 
ers between February 2001 and 
March 2002, causing damage 
estimated at £370,000 and what 
US prosecutors call “the biggest 
military computer hack of all 
time”. 

The Law Lords consideration 
of the appeal states: ‘ Having 
gained access to these comput¬ 
ers, the appellant deleted data 
from them, including critical 
operating system files from nine 
computers, the deletion of which 
shut down the entire US Army’s 
Military District of Washington 
network of over 2,000 computers 
for 24 hours, significantly dis¬ 
rupting Governmental functions; 

2,455 user accounts on a US 
\ Army computer that controlled 


access to an Army computer net¬ 
work, causing these computers 
to reboot and become inopera¬ 
ble; and logs from computers at 
US Naval Weapons Station 
Earle, one of which was used for 
monitoring the identity, location, 
physical condition, staffing and 
battle readiness of Navy ships, 
deletion of these files rendering 
the base’s entire network of over 
300 computers inoperable at a 
critical time, immediately fol¬ 
lowing September 11, 2001, and 
thereafter leaving the network 
vulnerable to other intruders .’ 

When traced by Britain’s 
national hi-tech crime unit, he 
was charged by US authorities. 

After the signing of the 2003 
US/UK extradition treaty and 
the 2003 Extradition Act extra¬ 
dition proceedings began. Gary 
McKinnon has been appealing 
against extradition since that 
time. 

In 2008 he was diagnosed as 
suffering from Aspergers syn¬ 
drome. 

The government have agreed 
to comply with US requests for 
McKinnon's extradition, the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
arguing that the damage caused 
by the offence took place in the 
US, and that the investigation 
and most of the witnesses and 
evidence were located there. 

In February, the director of 
public prosecutions, Keir 
Stanner, said there was not 
enough evidence to try him in 
the UK. 

McKinnon has appealed at 
each legal stage against his 
extradition. So far, the US extra¬ 
dition request has faced a chal¬ 
lenge by magistrates’ courts, the 
High Court, the House of Lords, 
and now the European Court of 
Human Rights in Strasbourg. 

Even now there are separate 
judicial reviews being undertak¬ 
en. 

That is the background - so 
back to the specific accusations: 
The Mail has been vociferously 
supporting McKinnon’s attempts 
to avoid extradition. 

I have no problem with this; 
it is the right of a free media to 
pick and choose its issues and 
causes. I have no objection and 
fully understand McKinnon’s 
desire to use every legal means 
to avoid extradition. 

I have not visited American 
prisons, but if half of what we 
see in films is true, they are 


nasty, vicious places. 

On July 15, the Conservatives 
tabled a motion, which was 
defeated by 290 votes to 236, 
after a two-hour debate, calling 
on the government to review the 
2003 Extradition Act “in light of 
a series of high- profile cases” 
with a view to amending it. 

Subsequently, due to how I 
voted, I and others were labelled 
‘turncoats’. 

Now, at this stage I have a 
problem, and it is a problem of 
facts. I did not, as the paper 
claims, sign three parliamentary 
motions opposing the 
Extradition Act and sending 
Gary McKinnon to the U.S. for 
trial. 

In fact, I have never signed 
any motion with regard to 
McKinnon, as I do not believe it 
is right or proper for politicians 
to interfere in ongoing legal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

I did sign a motion early into 
the 2005 Parliament which 
urged ‘the Government to defer 
approving the extradition to the 
United States of any British sub¬ 
jects until such time as the 
United States Senate ratifies the 
Extradition Treaty of March 
2003’. That Extradition Treaty 
was ratified in 2006. 

I could not support the 
motion before the House on July 
15. Some members may have 
been voting in relation to high 
profile court cases - specifically 
the case of Gary McKinnon. 

I was voting against a review 
of the Extradition Act 2003, leg¬ 
islation which to date legal 
experts tell me has worked well. 
Either as a country we refuse to 
extradite any of our citizens to 
countries where we are critical 
of their prison systems, or we 
allow the due process of law to 
decide if a case for extradition 
has been met. 

You can read the Law Lords 
Judgement, and the Commons 
debate on the House of 
Commons website. 

To reiterate, I have no prob¬ 
lem with the Mail disagreeing 
with my vote or my view. I do 
have a problem, however, with 
the distortion of facts. 

As an MP, in my defence 
against such inaccurate report¬ 
ing, I can only point to the facts, 
explain my reasoning, and hope 
that people will listen. . 


Police in hunt for distraction 
house burglars in Maesteg 


POLICE in Bridgend 
are investigating two 
distraction burglaries 
which occurred at 
properties within 
three miles of each 
other. 

A spokesperson stated 
that the first incident was 
at an address on 
Coronation Road, 
Llangynwyd at about 
12.30pm on July 22. 

A white male, aged 
around 18 or 19 years old 
and wearing a dark track 
suit and navy trainers 
with a white stripe, 
claimed to be installing a 
kitchen in a nearby prop¬ 
erty, and asked to check 
water pressure. He 
spoke with a Cardiff 
accent. 

The 85-year-old resi¬ 
dent allowed the man in 


to try some taps, but 
when the man asked to 
go upstairs, the resident 
said that it would not be 
necessary. When the 
suspect realised there 
was another person in the 
house, he left immediate¬ 
ly- 

The second was some 
45 minutes later at a 
house on Upper Street, 
Maesteg, a house also 
occupied by an elderly 
resident. 

Two men called at the 
address with a similar 
story, asking to check 
water pressure. 

The first man is 
described as white and 
aged in his mid 20s. 

He was about 5ft-10in 
tall and of medium build. 
His hair was quite dis¬ 
tinctive; it was jet black, 
quite thick and with a 


straight fringe. He spoke 
with an unusual 
accent, (.see police e-fit on 
the right). 

The second man was 
also white and in his 30s. 
He was about 5ft-6in-5ft- 
8in tall and of slim build. 
He had fair hair which 
was thinning and was 
brushed back. 

He spoke with more of 
a local accent than the 
first man. 

They distracted the 
85-year-old house holder 
and made off with £40 
,which was on a table. 

Acting Detective 
Sergeant John Richards 
of Bridgend CID, said: 
“This is an appalling 
crime against an elderly 
person who had trusted 
the man. 

“I would appeal to 
anyone who saw men fit-

ting these descriptions in 
either area to come for¬ 
ward with information. 

“It is also possible that 
the suspects tried other 
addresses in the area. 

“We would like to hear 
from anyone who may 
have turned away from 
their homes people 
matching these descrip¬ 
tions”.
